Note:  Joseph  Wright  (1756-1793)  was  the  son  of  Patience  Wright,  the  first 
American  modeler;  he  studied  painting  in  London  under  West  and  Hoppner, 
who  married  his  sister.  In  1782  he  visited  Franklin  in  France,  and  there  painted 
his  portrait  and  modeled  his  bust;  he  received  a  letter  of  introduction  from 
Franklin  to  Washington  which  he  presented  in  1783,  at  which  time  he  painted 
his  first  portrait  of  Washington,  now  in  the  Historical  Society  of  Pennsylvania. 
The  above  is  said  to  be  the  first  bust  of  Washington  modeled  from  life,  preceding 
Houdon's  work  by  more  than  a  year.  For  half  a  century  it  remained  in  the  family 
of  Hannah  Lawrence  and  her  husband,  the  founder  of  the  noted  drug  firm,  still 
existing,  of  SchiefFelin  &  Co.  Mrs.  Schieffelin  was  a  poetess  and  wrote  in  August, 
1785,  an  Ode  on  a  Bust  of  Washington,  which  has  always  been  considered  by 
the  family  to  have  been  inspired  by  the  present  work.  Wright  is  believed  to  have 
sculptured  three  busts  of  Washington,  the  Lawrence  bust  and  the  second  one  being 
smaller  models  for  his  bust  for  Congress.  An  alabaster  bust  of  about  the  same  size 
is,  in  fact,  in  the  collection  of  Francis  P.  Garvan  and  is  recorded  in  John  Hill 
Morgan  and  Mantle  Fielding,  Life  Portraits  of  Washington  and  their  Replicas, 
Philadelphia,  1931,  p.  81,  No.  2.

Note:  Thomas  D.  Jones  (1808-1881),  born  in  Oneida  County,  N.  Y.,  was  a 
stone  mason,  then  a  marble  cutter,  practicing  this  trade  in  Cincinnati.  Without 
instruction  he  began  the  modeling  of  busts  in  wood,  stone,  and  marble,  probably 
in  1846.  In  i860  he  made  a  marble  bust  of  Lincoln  from  life,  which  has  since 
disappeared;  and  in  1864  he  modeled  the  present  bust  in  bronze,  which  he  gave 
to  his  friend  Addison  T.  Richards,  secretary  to  the  National  Academy  of  Design. 
He  was  elected  A.N.A.  in  1853.  In  1865  Lincoln  showed  his  regard  for  his  friend 
Jones  by  recommending  him  for  a  consulate.  Jones  later  returned  to  Cincinnati  and 
died  there  in  1881.  The  late  Thomas  B.  Clarke,  in  a  letter  to  Mr.  Burlingham, 
stated  that  this  is  "the  finest  portrait  of  Lincoln  that  has  been  done.  I  like  it  fully 
as  much  as  I  like  the  Lambdin  portrait  .  .  ."  Jones  is  recorded  both  in  the  Tarbell 
and  the  Nicolay  biographies  as  having  sculptured  Lincoln  from  life;  see  also  the 
Grolier  Club  Catalogue  of  Engraved  and  Other  Portraits  of  Lincoln,  1899,  p.  8.

Ten  Eyck,  dated  Sept.  19,  186+:  "Doctor  J.  R.  Freese,  now  editor  of  a  leading 
Union  Journal  in  New  Jersey,  resided  for  a  time  in  Illinois,  when  and  where 
I  made  his  acquaintance,  and  since  when  I  have  enjoyed  much  of  his  friend- 
ship ..."  Another  letter,  addressed  to  Secretary  of  War  Stanton,  dated  Nov.  11, 
1863,  requests  that  Dr.  Freese  be  appointed  to  the  command  of  a  colored  regiment. 
Vide  Century  Magazine,  Vol.  IX,  p.  206,  and  Vol.  X,  p.  226.  Dr.  Freese,  a  banker 
and  newspaper  owner  of  Trenton,  was  born  near  Hope,  Warren  Co.,  X.  J.,  Mar.  \, 
1826,  a  descendant  of  Dutch  and  English  pioneers.  He  studied  medicine  in  Phila- 
delphia and  practiced  in  Bloomington,  III.,  returning  to  New  Jersey  in  1857,  when 
he  became  proprietor  of  the  merged  Xew  Jersey  State  Gazette  and  Republican. 
He  served  during  the  Civil  War  as  Assistant  Adjutant  of  U.  S.  Volunteers;  was 
a  banker  in  Trenton  after  the  war.  and  a  Commissioner  to  the  Paris  Exposition. 
He  died  in  Trenton,  1885.  His  wife  was  Libby  S.  Swayze,  a  magazine  writer  and 
editor  of  some  reputation.
